The Toronto Kmpiwe gave the follow- 
ing report of the aunual address to the 
Ontario Teachers’ Associstion in that 
city on the 19th alt, by Wm. Mack in- 
tosh, Eaq., of this village, the President 
of the Association :— | 


The teachers of Ontario possess one 

uality which especially fits them for 
their vocation. They are prompt. Sharp 
at the hour appointed last evening they 
re-nasombled to hear President Mackin 
tosh’s annual address and were reward- 
ed for their punctuality by 4 literary 
treat. 

The president began by enn 
the members for the honor they 
conterred upon him by electing him 

ident of a society of which he had 

a member for nearly a quarter of 4 
century. He had no hesitation in say- 
ing that the association had proved of 
great eorvice to the cause of popular 
education. The {important reforms in 
the echool laws and regulations had 
been brought about through the instru- 
mentality of the association, The 


\ teachers of the province hadtaken cour- 


since the establishment of the asao- 
ciation and had learned to look upon 
themselves as members of a great-brother- 
hood engaged in a most onebling and 
patriotic, but poorly paid, vocation. 
(Laughter.) Much as had been accom- 
plished, however, much more remained 
to be done. Teachers of all classes, 
laboring in colleges, in high and public 
schools and in other places, had not yet 
banded themselves into « fraternity by 
means of which common enemies might 
be successfully fought. 

THE CAUSES OF FAILURE. 


The want of such a goneral desire 
upon the part of all claasos of teachers 
had resulted in the lessening in the at- 
tondance of the association and in the 
decreasing of the influence of the pro- 
fession. The causes given for the lack 
of interest which had been manifested 
by certain parties wore self-interests, 
selfishness and a tack of knowledge as 
to the aims, objects and benefits of the 
association. The important problem to 
solve was how to have tho association 
recognized as the mouthpiece of all en- 

| gaged in educational work in Canada. 
| The thing was not impossible since the 
National Educational Association of the 
United States filled. the bill for the 
American teachers. Their convention 
in Toronto last year was a grand exem- 
plification of the spirit with which all 
educational workers should be imbued 
and demonstrated what a power such 
association might become. All the 
teachers of the United States seemed to 
*be bandéd together for the common end 
of benefiting each and eyery teacher. 
This was the spirit which should prevail 
in Canada. The only method of accom- 
plishing this end was to establish a 
society similar to the American organ- 
ization. The persons who should be 
invited to join this association were all 
teachers of any class of education,school 
trustees and the members of university 
and College Boards. 
THE NEED OF TIME 


was well-trained, educated men and 
women, equipped morally,intellectually 
and physically for the the service of 
society. The schools were more and 
more falling under the control of young, 
immature and inexperienced teachers. 
What was wanted was a remedy. 
The remedy was increased remunera- 
tion. This would induce men of ability 
to enter the profession, 

A hearty vote of thanks was tendered 
the president at the conclusion of his 
address.

sea, filling the air with an indescribable, 
deafening roar, and then, rising again, they 
form long lines of flight, which seem like 
parti-colored ribbons girdling the island. 
- Leaving the Pribylov group and steering 
to the northwest some two hundred miles, 
the next land to be seen is St. Matthew's 
Island. Here, too, birds abound, and as 
the island is uninhabited by man, the birds 
are free from disturbance, except from their 
natural enemy, the fox, and an ¢ 
Polar bear. Around the edges of the salt 
marshes found on the eastern end of St, 
Matthew's cider ducks are found in great 
numbers. The birds are but indifferent 
flyers; and it is one of the am experi- 
ences of the Arctic voyager to see awk- 


They 
find it extremely difficult to rise from the 
water, especially if there be no wind, and 
an approgching vessel cases them to 
flap noisily along the surface for a distance,

The lover, of field sports would find a gun- 
ner’s paradise along the shores of the Arctic 
Ocean in the summer season. Curlew, suipe, 
and ducks are so plentiful that one tires of 
shooting them. So far as known the canvas 
back duck, so much prized by gourmanda, 
is not found north of the ‘Arctic circle ; but 
the delicious little blue and green winged 
teal and toothsome mallard are found every- 
where along the coast and on tho banks of 
the streams. 

During the last of May, when the late 
Arctic spring first shows signs of openin 
the natives begin to look anxiously south- 
ward for the coming of the re Beg goose, 
This bird forms one of the principal articles 
of food supply to the natives, and during 
the moulting season the slaughter of the 
birds is enormous, Leng note are set across 
the marshes and the water fowl are driven 
into them by the natives.. Thousands of 
young birdsare killed in these drives by the 
wasteful savages, who excuse themselves by 
saying that they will thus prevent them 
being in the way the next drive, 

One of the handsomest small birds found 
in Alaska, and one affording the best ah 
for shooting, is the red phalarope. It is 
abundant along the coast and-on all the ia- 
lands of Behring Sea, arriving about June 1, 


and is common untilOct. 20. The flight of 


the phalarope is very erratic, and the gun- 
ner fond of wing shooting has in this bird 
an excellent chance to test his skill, 

Should the sportsman grow weary of 
trampin 
timber pliins of the northern cbast, which 
form the breeding places of the waders and 
snipe, anc desire leas monotonous gunning, 
let him land on any one of the Aleutian 
islands, and there, high up on the sides of 
the mountains, he will find the Fen 
orrock grouse, This beautifal bir 
the higher slopes along the snow line of 
the hills daring the summer season, and to 
reach its haunts one must be a good climber, 
sound in wind and limb indeed, for the way 
is rough and there are no roads, 

Up the steep grass-covered slopes the hun- 
ter’s journey will lead him, over intercrop- 
ping masses of volcanic rock and. across 
brawling mountain streams, where the 
trout love to live'in the deep and ‘ko 
on until he reachesthe snow. Here he may 
pause for a moment to gaze downward where 
the blue-tinged waters of the bay are softly 
lapping the shore. But his hunter's blood 
will not permit of long delay, and when the 
deep whirr-r-r of a passing grouse arouses 
him every nerve is strung, ani amid some 
of the most beautiful scenery in America his 
sport begins. 

Kut the list of Arctic birds iz not limited 
to those which are of interest merely froma 
sportsman's point of view. There are 
others which must not be forgotten and 
which would he sadly missed by the true 
bird lover. All through the sammer days 
the clear, sweet notes of the song sparrow 
are heard as it flits over the flower-strewn 
valleys of the Aleutian islands. Thetiny 
and rare snow flake is found on the grassy 
slopes of Hall’s Island and the red-throated 
warblers, wrens, and robins are common 
visitants to this land of so-called ico and 
snow. Away up inthe interioro! Alaska 
within the Arctic circle the vicinity of our

** Bully Ruffian.” | In his six years’ sojourn 
abroad the “Bully Ruffian” at Bermuda 
Admiral Watson had made himself ex- 
tremely popular. He had got about him a 
stall as jolly as himself, and the jollity of 
the ofhcers seemed to have communicated 
itself to the men, so that in the whole squa- 
dron and in the forts and in the hotels and 
cottages, where the guests from all the 
countries in the world were enjoying Ber- 
muda’s wonderful climate, Admiral Wat- 
son and his officers and his crew were re- 
garded as the jolliest, most agreeable peo- 
ple on the face of the sea. As for the Ad- 
miral himself, with hi: hoarse voice and his 
O64 years, that seemed to have been all eum- 
mers, he was, in the language of the women, 
** the dearest man in the world.” 

So when the news that old Sir Provo 
Wallis was dead and that Admiral Watson 
and the Bellerophon and its jolly crew 
would have to leave was nnd abroad in 
the harbor and on land there was lamenta- 
tion everywhere, and when the day came 
for the Bellerophon to take her departure 
there were great preparations to give Ad- 
miral Watson a ronsing farewell.

The Oare of Pigs 


BY W. A. BAKER. 


As to the care of sows at farrowing time, 
thongh it seems but a short timo since I 


toucted upon this rae in a former article, : 


I give again more fully, if possible, my 
site of ge just — at and 
u ing that a proper 
aystem of bookin oa boon followed aaa 
t the time when each sow is due is 
known. It is best that each sow should be 
laced in a quiet apartment by herself at 
east one week, and better ten days or 
two weeks before due to farrow. The size 
of the farrowing pen must be governed 
many times by the amount of space we have 
to divide among sows that must at pnee be 
separated from the herd. Eight by ten 
makes an abundant space for full grown 
sows, and if short of room six by eight will 
answer well, but often requires a little more 
care to keep clean and dry than a more 
liberal space. Many use fenders or poles 
around the outside of the nest in these pena 
placed about ten to twelve inches high and 
about the samedistancefrom the outer wallor 
partition, but with the average Chester sow 
these are uncalled for as they are universal- 
ly good mothers. But if you have a sow that 
has not done well by her pigs at any time 
it is a good plan to provide against the 
danger of her overlaying her pigs or jam- 
ming them against the wall. In such case 
care should be taken not to provide too 
much litter, as it will be crowded in un- 
der the fenders and they will be of no 
avail. All preparations for farrowing 
should be made in the pen before the sow 
is placed therein, as the unusual noise of 
pounding and the excitement of such 
preparation will often make a nervous 
sow uneasy and they will not quiet down 
and become accustomed to their quarters 
properly before the time shall come when 
it is very important that you should be 
allowed to enter her pen without causing 
her any fear whatever. To pre the sow 
for this critical period of her history you 
should begin as soon as the sow is by her- 
self, petting her when she is fed until she 
begins to enjoy your approach, not only for 
the sake of the feed you bring her but be- 
cause of the kind of treatment which will 
be appreciated surprisingly to you if you 
have never iried the experiment. As soon 
as she enjoys your approach you can enter 
thapen at any convenient time, pet the 
sow until her fear is overcome then com- 
mence rubbing along down her side until 
you can rub back and forth and across her 
inflamed bag and she will reciprocate by 
talking in her pig language as to her young. 
This repeated for a few times will soon 
cause her to lay quietly down as soon as her 
beg is rubbed, which is of incalculable 
value when the lictle sucklers put in an ap- 
nce. 
Daring this period that the sow is in pre- 
tion and for ten to fourteen days after 
fasoete she shou! have no corn or little 
fat producing food of any kind but mill- 
stuft in form of slop, and after farrowing 
until strength and vigor returns, this 
should be sparing and fed only warm. 
Some do not feed at all on the day pigs are 
farrowed, bat my manner is to allow the 
mother to advise as to her necessities. If 
she remains quiet in her nest all the time, I 
would not oll her forth to feed her, but if, 
as they usually will if successful at this 


time, this sow leaves her young and is look- 


ing about for something, give ber at once a 
warm bran mash witha little oil cake 
scalded in and she will at once return to 
the cire of her young, contented and 
strengthened. 3 
A good feed for just before and after far- 
rowing when no corn is fed, is equal parts 
of bran and shorts with an eighth ground 
oil cake soaked twelve to twenty-four hours 
previous to feeding, in milk, if it can be had, 
if not, in slo> from the kitchen or clear 
water with a little salt added as you would 
to suit your own taste, but never when a 
sow is weak allow her to eat buttermilk un- 
less greatly diluted and mixed with other 
| food, as many a man has killed a promisin 
mother, litter and all by a clear feed of ric 
buttermilk while sow was still weak and 
pigs tender.

reeder will observe proper cleanliness in 
the,farr>wing pen ont the pig nursery, but 
the man who has an eye to business and is 
bound to succeed even at the expense of a 
little trouble or lack of ease, will see to it 
that no bedding under the sow or little pigs 
becomes damp or foul. Pens should be 
thoroughly cleaned at least every second 
day and bedding shaken outand slightly re- 
newed every day. My custom is, in small 


y | #partments to clean as thoroughly as pos- 


sible and throw out the bedding that is 

tially soiled onto the damp floor, replac- 
ing with that thoroughly dry. Changing in 
this way every day the soiled bedding on 
the watering places prevents much of the 
liquid spreading about and running into the 
nest where the family should be kept as 
warm and dry as possible always with pro- 
per ventilation provided.

the sow. As soon asa pig is welcomed the 
navel cord is pinched ff with the thumb 
nail and the little fellow rubbed dry and 
placed under the blanket beside his mother 
where, ita strong, well-developed pig, he 
will almost instantly collar a teat and 
henceforth look outfor No.1. Thus caring 
for each until labor is over they will then 
stand, after once dry, a very low tempera- 
ture. If artificial heat for drying these 
pigs and keeping them from chilling is re- 
= itcan hest be provided in an out- 
oor pen by filling a suitable jug with hot 
water or a couple of fruit cans which can be 
laced under the blanket alongside the row. 

y this treatment nearly every Pig may be 
saved even unden otherwise unfavorable 
circumstances, 

‘To some who never saw a sow trained 
and properly handled, all this may seem an 
impossibility, but if you will follow this 
plan throughout you will fully demonstrate 
to your own satisfaction that this is not 
theory alone but isa practical method. I 
have had many a sow farrow under my 
management, litters of ten to fourteen pigs 
without once raising to their feet. If a pig 
squeals and the sow rolls up as if to arise, 
rub her baga little and if she is properly 
trained she will at once lay over on her side ; 
or if too much excitement causes her to rise, 
as soon as the excitement subsides she can 
be saree to lie down again as before men- 
tioned.

Sheep Bother the Engineer More Than 
Any Gther Hind of Steck, 

** Sheep,” said Engineer Willard, ‘‘ cause 
more trouble than any other stock. An en- 
gineer always tries to guard against killing 
stock, but if Itad my choice I would rather 
run into cattle, horses, hogs, or any other 
animals, rather than sheep. Many thou- 
sands of sheep are in the great flocks that 
sometimes cross the tracks of Western rail- 
roads. Where there are no fences a quick 
turn in the road through a cut may find the 
locomotive mowing right through them, It 
is well known how sheep follow their leader. 
Notwithstanding the moving train they con- 
tinue to rash under the cars, and sometimes 
many are killed that the locomotive never 
tou They really commit suicide, 
crowding tnder the wheels before the train 
can be stopped. Sometimes over 200 or 300 
sheep have been killed. But the wool gets 
into the running gear of the engine, and this 
causes the engineer more trouble than the 
killing of other stock. Sometimes the en- 
gineer is compelled to stop and clean out 
the wool that works its way into the more 
delicate machinery. At the end of the trip 
a search is aleo made for the wool that may 
have escaped the attention of the engineer 
in his examination. 

‘* Yes we have a good deal of experience 
with wild animals,” he continued, ‘* but not 
so thrilling as that of the engineers on West- 
ern roads when the buffalo was common on 
the plains. But there is enough still left of 
wild animal life to make it interesting. The 
eyes of the wolf, coyote, wildcat, jack- 
rabbit, polecat and other animals look like 
a red light when facing the headlight. Did 
not these animals quickiy undeceive us. by 
turning their heads, an engineer might think 
his train was being flagged and stop his 
engine. There are plenty of wildcats be- 
tween Wellfleet and Elwood, Neb. On 
Medicine Creek they trap for beaver. It 
seems to be a favorite fishing-place for 
beaver and coons. Yes, coons will fish. 
They have little paths down to the edge of 
the stream, and there secreting themselves, 
catch fish with their paws. 

** Wolves and coyotes are numerous,” but 
are rarely struck by an engine. Near the 
Herbert ranch, east of Cheyenne, I have 
seen a coyote on 4 wire fence, which seems 


to have been thrown there by an engine. | 


The wolf of the plains 1s either caught in 
traps or by sportsmen closing in on a pack 
inadrive. Sometimes they are killed by 
ranchmen putting poison on the carcasses 
of cattle and sheep. Wolves hamstring and 
then kill stock. The wolf-drive is a fine 
sport on the plains.

The Cattle Tiade. 


Canadian cattle feeders are begizning to 
realize the gravity of the situation in 
England and Scotland, and are showing 
more anxiety to dispose of their cattle than 
they were a week ago. Instead of improv- 
ing the prospects are getting worse every 
day, and now there is not an open: market 
left in England or Scotland, Stanley market 
being the last to go under. The salesmen 
are sending daily cablegrams to their agents 
here advising the utmost caution. They 
say that they areinan awfully mixed-up 
state, and that while the homs supplies are 
light they are in excess of the rome 
owing to the heavy offerings of the States. 
In fact, they admit that they are complete- 
ly at the mercy of the buyers. If this state 
of affairs continues we will have to compete 
directly with the Americans in the dead 
meat trade, andthe Canadian farmer is 
shrewd enough to know that competition 

} of this kind means ruin tothe Canadian 
trade. Hence his anxiety to sell out. Of 
course matters may right themselves in the 
course of the next month, but the indica- 
tions are not that way. Shippers in Mon- 
treal are daily expecting to bane that Mr. 
Chaplin has prohibited the importation of 
live stock altogether, Great pressure is 
being brought to bear on him, and it seems 
to be only a question as to who have the 
greatest pull—the British agriculturists or 
the Canadian Government. When it is re- 
membered that the farmer controls a big 
vote, the chances appear to be in his favor, 
but our Government are watching thin 
very closely, and matters may turn out all 
right. Inthe meantime Sir Charles Tup- 
per recommends .that only the best cattle, 
that is, those whose value would not be 
| materially affected by st slaughter, 
be shipped.

That time of the year is fast coming when 
the farmer becomes more than ever the typ- 
ical naturalman. Like the story of Greek 
mythology in which Antwas is represented 
as regaining his strength for conflict by 
simply touching the earth, all humanity in 
the summer days is with an irre- 
sistible desire to get into close contact with 
untamed nature The artificial life of the 
city becomes irksome and unbearable, and 
men gladly get away to whatever of rur- 
ality their purse will purchase for them. 
Many turn amateur farmers thus showing 
the innate tendency in that direction ; and 
others satisfy the same appetite by ‘‘ sum- 
mer boarding” at a farm house. These 
holiday-makers, of course, bear none of the 
heavier. burdens of the farmer's life, and 
in contending that the farmer is very near 
the God-intended type of mankind, we do 
not pretend that the burdens of his lot are 
providential or light. On the. contrary,

Still, though hard-worked and troubled 
about the financial outcome of his season's 
labor, the farmer is for all that happier at 
bottom in the very act of labor than his 
city cousin. He is not constantly filled 
with anervous, restless longing for some- 
thing else. The soft air and bright sun do not 
disturb him at his work with a hint to his 
inner self thas he naturally should be living 
more in their midst. -The farmer is in uni- 
son with the season, doing just the work 
that everything about him suggests should 
be done—doing too much of it often, bat 
nevertheless keeping. in tune with nature.

had schooners that looked something like 
the Grand Hanks veasels, but heavier ; 
these had outfits for seal, sea lion, sea ele- 
phant and sea otter, and we did the busi- 
ness up so slick that you can’t find an otter 
or sea elephant for love or money to-day— 
at least without a big hunt. 

“When the season commenced, we set. 
sail from San Francisco, and spent the time 
at Cedros, Catalina, Clemente, San Nicholas 
and other islands on the coast. The otter 
we found off the kelp beds, but the lions and 
elephants in the rookeries of their choice. Qn 
the south side of Catalina was a famous spot 
for them. Hundreds of barrels of oil we 
took from here. ° 

** On the trip in question,” continued the . 
old hunter, “ we intended an entire 
herd, and had sent a man down to the island 
of Cedros to watch the ea soe and study 
their ways, if possible, so that, when we 
there, there would be no time lost; and it © 
proved to bea good scheme. We mghted 
the island late one afternoon, and before 
dark our man came off in his dingey, and 
told us that in a little cove, Peer by 
rocks, wasa big herd of elephants, and that 
by taking them at a certain time every one 
could be killed. This was good news, as 
you may imagine, and that night we fixed 
up plan of attack. Our man was to go 
ashore and signél when every thing was all 
right, and we were to go around in boats 
and goin with a rush, driving them inland. 

** At 6 the next morning we saw the signal 
~~a white flag or cloth—on the rocks, and

As luck would have it, there 
was a big point of rocks near the cove, and 
we got behind that without alarming the 
elephants, and at the word we made a rush, 
three men making along the beach on foot, 
the other hand coming from the oP oe 
side, while the boats came in the middle. 

‘The animals couldn't get out without 
running over us, and for a moment they 
didn’t seem to realize what was up; in tact 
the men on the any right on to them™, 
and shot a big bull before they began to 
stampede.

The writer 
visited the old rookery on Santa Catalina 
Island in the summer of 1889, and not one 
was seen. a 

The former haunt for them fs a rock con® 
nected to the land during the low tides, bat 
at other times is almost constantly 
swept by heavy seas, so that in storms the 
seals and sea lions now living there are forced 
to the extreme upper portion, where the 
sea often makes a clean break over. them, 
A single skull was recently found on the 
island bearing a ballet-hole, perhaps liter+ 
ally the last of the sea-elephants, + 

This sea-elephant is probably the same 
species as fourd in the South Pacific, and 
being exterminated by the sealers  Mynon! 
desolate islands as Inaccessible, and 
In former, thousands of these animals are 
still found, but usually on the beach, where 
there are heavy breakers, making it impos- 
ible for boats to land. The sealers 
keep gangs of men upon the beach, whe 
patrol it with long whips, beating the an- 
imals off shore, so that they will land where 
they can be made available. 

Some years some crews who did not 
understand the condition of affairs killed a 
large number of sea elephants here and tried 
out the oil, storing it in barrels, only thén 
finding that they could not get them away ; 
so a torch was applied and a maguificent » 
bon-fire blazed up. ' 

The sea-elephant is « fine looking aninmal,. 
especially the e, which is often three 
times the size of the female, attaining o 
length of twenty-two feet. The female 
no proboscis, the nostril extending a lil 
over the mouth. The proboscis in the male 
extends from opposite the angle of the mouth 
forward from ten to fifteen inches, - 
ing upon the size of the animal, Whemthe 
animal is not excited it proboscis makes kat 
little show, but in excitement it becomes im- 
flamed, calling to mind the proboscis of the 
elephant ; hence the name.

For the first time white men in November 
last apent.a night on the summit of the | 
famous Mount Roraima, on the border of 
British Guiana and Venezuela, a mountain 
whose summit for many years was eu 
to be inaccessible. When Sir Robert Schom- 
berg discovered the mountain, he declared 
it was impossible to reach its top except by | 
balloon, Three later explorers, Messrg. | 
Brown, Whetham, and Whiteley were eager | 
to solve the mystery of Mount Roraima’s 
summit, but all came home declaring that) 
the upper 2,000 feet of the great sindstone | 
mountain was a perpendicular wall, and | 
they believed it to be impossible to gain the | 
summit. It was left for Mr. , Seaver 
Thurn to conquer Roraima. He gained its | 
summit in December, 1884. He wasso for- | 
tunate as to find on one face of the moun- | 
tain a narrow ledge, rather perilous of as- 
cent, which afforded a pathway to the sum- 
mrt. ‘ 

Th mountain is about 8,000 feet above the 
level of the sea, but the explorer, when he) 
reaches the base of the precipitous ascent, 
is already 6,000 feet above the sea. 
The explorer was not able to carry 
up the mountain supplies for a  so- 
journ there, and he was therefore com- 
pelled to return to his camp on the same 
day. His collections, however, made both 
on the mountain top and around its base, 
were of much value. It had been supposed 
that the flora of the mountain top would be 
found to be different from that of the plain. 
To some extent this expectation was realiz- 
ed by the discoveries of Mr Thurn. 

The mountain was not afterward visited 
until November of last year, when it was 
climbed by Mr. E. Cromer and Mr. Seyler, 
collectora of orchids. They not only suc- 
ceeded in reaching its top, but they spent a! 
night there, took several photographs of the 
scenery, and wandered over a considerable 
part of the surface, which stretches back 
twelve miles from the face on which the 
ascent was made. The Indians felt the cold 
at the top of the mountain so severely that 
they were sent back. 

he two white men then explored the 
summit, finding toward the south many 
igantic and marvellously shs rocks 
Crane: as Mr. Cromer describes them, 
** majestic ces, churches, and fortresses, 
Other smaller rocks resemble pyramids, 
umbrellas, and kettles, and one bore a 
striking resemblance to the statue of a man.” 
Between these grotesque masses of rock, 
whose shape is evidently due to weathering, 
the rock being of unequal hardness, were 
innumerable fittle lakes, some joined to- 
gether by channels. Most of these lakes 
were shallow, though here and there a depth 
of six feet was found. Many new species 
of orchids and other plants were tound, but 
the mountain top seemed almost destitute 
of animal life. The discoveries included 
also one. black butterfly, a few spiders, some 


-} small frogs end lizards, and an unnamed 


dark-colored mammal, which on the ap- 
proach of the explorers gave a sound like a 
whistle and crept swiftly away into a hiding 
place. The largest lake was 450 feet wide, 
and all the lakes were swarming with a sort 
of black beetle. , 

The general shape of the ‘top of the 
mountain is that of a shallow dish. The 
surface sinks somewhat away from the 
edges of the plateau. The general charac- 
ter of all the plants is dwarfish and almoat 
Alpine. Everything at the summit is in a 
state of super-saturation on account of the 
constant mists and the frequent heavy clouds 
and rain storms that occur. Waterfalls 
pour-over the edge of the summit in various 

laces, and one fall which is fully 2,000 
fest high and has quite a large volume of 
water is probably the highest falls in the 
world, 

Mount Roraima is one of the most re- 
markable natural objects to be found any- 
where. Itis made for the most part of 
soft sandstore, and the heavy winds and 
storms are denuding it with considerable 
rapidity and fashioning the many remark- 
ae shapes of rock that are found: on the 
plateau at the top. ?

The two most im- 
portant chiefs at the southern erid of the lake 
are Makanjila on the east shore and M’ponda 
on the south coast, near the west shore. 
Both of them doubtless regret the activity 
of the new British Commissioner, for he in- 
terfered with their profitable traffic. It is 
not very long ago that Missionary Johnston 
reported seeing © slave caravan containing 
two thousand unfortunate captives starting 
out from M'ponda’s town guarded by the 
Arabs who had purchased them. It -had 
cost M’ponda very little to catch these hel 
less people, for he is very strong, and his 
forces, armed with guns, are irresistible, so 
that the trade s he obtained for his 
slaves were almost clear profit. M’'ponda 
has been quite friendly to all appearances, 
and endeavored to ingratiate himself with 
the missionaries and Mr, Johnston, but 
Makanjila, on the contrary, has been great- 
ly aroused by the impediments placed in 
the way of his lucrative trade, 

The disaster came about in this way : 
Capt. Maguire, in command.of the Domira, 
& steamer plying on Lake Nyassa, was in- 
formed by asmall chief, Kasembe, on the 
southwest coast, that he had stopped a cara- 
van of slaves which Makanjila was prepar- 
ing to take across the Jake. He said he was 
ready to deliver them to any one whom 
Joknsten authorized to receive them. Capt. 
Maguire went South to Fort Johnston, at 
the south end of the lake, and was ordered 
by his chief to return with the steamer and 
a barge and bring the slaves to the fort. 
When Maguire reappeared at Kasembe's, 
the chief told him that two dhows belong- 
ing to Makanjila were about ten miles up 
the coast, cee 4 to receive the slaves, The 
chief advised the Captain to burn the dhows 
before he took the slaves away. Maguire 
found the dhows, and was setting fire to 
one of them when he was attacked by about 
2,000 of Makanjila’s people, who had been 
lying in ambush, and there is no doubt that 
the attack was the result of a treacherous 
plot between the slave dealer and Kasembe., 


A big storm had meanwhile arisen on the 
lake, and the few men whom Capt. Maguire 
had taken with him in the'’barge were un- 
able to navigate that clumsy vessel and were 
compelled to regain the steamer by swim- 
ming. Capt. Maguire had nearly reached 
the steamer wnen he was shot through the 
head and sank. Then the steamer began 
to drag her anchor. She was besieged by 
che enemy, and there was every prospect 
that all on board would be slaughtered. The 
force was composed of Indian Sikhs, and 
they acted bravely, building a barricade of 
the cargo around the sides of the steamér,, 
which protected them from the hail of shot 
that wes incessantly falling. 


Three days later the vessel was still 
aground, when the natives suggested a truce 
in order to arrange peace. After much hesi- 
tation, it was decided to comply with the 
native demand that during the negotiations 
two of the white men should go ashore as 
hostages while the natives sent some of their 
men on board to negotiate Dr. Boyce 
and Mr. McEwan, the engineer of the vessel, 
who has been known for some years for his 
valuable services in the Nyassa region, went 
ashore, and had hardly reached the natives 
before they were barbarously murdered. 


Renewed efforts were then made to get the 
steamer afloat, Eventually these efforts 
were successful, and the vessel returned to 
Fort Johnston with its news of the disaster. 
Johnaton was greatly shocked, but his forces 
were too small to justify him in attacking 
Makanjila. Some of the smaller chiefs who 
showed hostility were punished, but the 
en of the chief offender was post- 
poned, 

A few weeks later Makanjila’s soldiers, 
well armed with guns obtained from Arabs 
and white traders from the coast, bold] 
made an attack upon Fort Johnston itself, 
This fort iss very small one and is incon- 
veniently crowded. No hostile natives had 


been seen for some time, and, lulled by.a} i 


false sense of security, two white men with 
a number of Sikh soldiers and a‘Imen-pound 
gun were just outside the fort. They were 
surprised by the natives, who wounded the 
Europeans and captured the gan. 


At present Johnston’s force consists of 
only seventy Sikhs, and he is practically be- 
sieged in his fort. The situation is a criti- 
cal one, and unless the British missionaries 
and all white men are’ to be driven out of 
the country the victorious slave raiders, 
both Arab and native, must learn a severe 
lesson. If Great Britain submits to the re- 
verse which her arms have sustained on Lake 
Nyassa the slave trade will be restored to full 
activity, and the civilizing enterprises which 
have been in progress there eg se years 
must beabandoned. The result is that Eng- 
land has a litthe war on hef hands, and the

A BRIDGE OF SALT.

A Carlosity, Partly Natural and Partly Ar- 
tificial, Found in Death Valicy. 


The natural wonders of Death Valley 
Col., have probably been more minutely 
and extensively described by professional 
writers than any other spot they never saw, 
butone wonder there has in some way escap- 
ed these untravelled scribes. In 1883 some 
borax works were built on the east side of 
the valley, a couple of miles or so above the 
mouth of Furnace Creek Canon. The road 
thence to the railroad led down the east side 
of the valley for several miles, and then had 
to cross over tothe westside because no 
drinking water can be on the east side 
below Furnace Creek. oreover, the land 
on the west side lies much better fora road, 
But how to get the wagons across the valley 
was a problem. From end to end the centre 
of the valley is one long salt marsh, and in 
most places it is so soft and wet that even 
@ man would need snow shoes to ensure his 
safety. Elsewhere, however, the ooze has 
been crusted over. This crus‘ is in places 
very thin and treacherous, and only in one 
locality does it se2m to be firm. Wherever 
this crust has been cut through a thin slimy 
salt mud has been found to be of unmeasur- 
able depth—unmeasurable with any line or 
pole. Dr. C. Hart Merriam’s corps of 
scientists cut through in one place and 
easily shoved a pole down fifteen feet. 
There is no guessing how much deeper the 
slime was. 

However, a road must be had, and so the 
workmen went about over the marsh where 
the crust seemed to be thickest and sounded 
it with sledge hammers, They found the 
crust was a mixture of salt and sand, and 
eventually a route was decided upon. The 
road was then to be graded, and probably 
for the first time in the world a road of the 
length of this one was graded exclusively 
with sledge hammers, 

Here was a stretch of solid salt some eight 
miles across, Ina sense it was level—there 
were no hills or valleys. In another sense 
there was scarce a level square inch on the 
whole bed for the salt crust had probably, 
through the influence of heat from above 
and of moisture from below, been torn and 
twisted and thrown up into the most jagged 
peaks, pyramids, and criscrossed ridges im- 
aginable. They were not high—none more 
than four feet—but there was not level 
: even for a man’s foot between them. 
Every step made was on a ragged point or 
edge of some kind. The nearest approach 
to anything like that I have ever seen was 
on the ice on Lake Erie where two fields 
had been jammed together by the wind and 
held so by the froat. The ed ice masses 
were somewhat like these salt masses. The 
were larger, but they were not so sharp or 
in any way so difficult to cross,

As one enters the easterly end of this road 
two unmarked graves are seen in the salt 
ernest near the track. They are graver of 
unknown men who died there from the heat, 
and, after the fashion of the country, 
buried where they fell. They were covered 
over with pieces of salt broken from the 
pinnacles near by. The crust was too hard 
to warrant digging intoit. One must travel 
a long tire vo find two more graves like 
those, if, indeed, two more can be found in

London Labor, 


The labor agitation going on at present in 
the City of London, England, presenta some 
curious aspects and suggests some important 
lessons. The fact that a Negro has been 
chosen as one of its prominent leaders is in 
itaelf an incident not entirely devoid of sig- 
nificance. .Ji was probably intended to in- 
dicate the broad and Catholic spirit of the 
movement, and perhaps to add a certain 
element of the grotesque to its demonstra- 
tions and heighten their spectacular effect. 
This is, however, by no means the only end 
that it serves. It reminds us, whether it 
was intended to do so or not, that the peo- 
ple who are demanding employment and 
the means of livelihood from the County 
Council and the Local Government Board 
are not all Londoners, or even Englishmen 
or Britains, bat a conglomerate mass 
age together from every part of the 

nited Kingdom, ,from all the oduntries 
of Europe, and, indeed, to a certain 
extent, from all parts of the. world, 
There is no other city in #he world so 
percngely cosmopolitan as the city of Lon- 
don. In the old 
all roads lead to Rome; and in the great 
British empire ef to-day the same observa- 
tion may be made concerning London. To- 
ward it all lines of travel converge. Into it 
as huge receptacle streams are constantly 
flowing from every point of the compass and 
discharging their human contents Ce hes: 
dreds and thousands, The annual increment 
of the population from immigration alone is 
enormous ; and if this process, were not 
counteracted to some extent by a large 
emigration the result of this continual influx 
of strangers would be a state of things ab- 
solutely unendurable. As itis London gets 
far more than it gives, so that though it is 
discharging its pulation into every 
country on the globe, it is increasing at the 
same time as no city on the globe has hither- 
to increased, . 

This fact alone tells the tale of the com- 
posite character of the people of Lon- 
don. lt was said years ego, on what ap- 
peared to be good anthority, that 
there were more Irish in London 
than in Dublin, more Italians than in Rome, 
and more Jews than in Jersualem, and, 
doubtless, what waa true then is true now. 
Probably at no time in the past was the in- 
flux of strangers so great as it is now. And 
it is rather too much to expect either the 
County Council or the Local Government 
Board to provide for the whole of this mul- 
titude that is being poured into the Metro- 
polis in a continucus stream, Indeed, the 
thing is impossible. If all the unemployed 
of to-day, or as many of them as are able 
and willing to work, were furnished instant- 
ly with remunerative employment, a month 
would not pass until there would be as 
many. more to be provided for. Any inter- 
ference of the government in this way 
would, by stimulating immigration, have 
the effact ofaggravating therod which it was 
intended to cure. And this unfortunately 
is the effect of the efotts which the work- 
ing people make to lighten their own bur- 
dens and to improve their circumstances, 
It is natural they should seek to shorten 
their hours of labour, and to secure a higher 
rate of wages. No one can help sympsthiz- 
ing with them in this. But let the working 
day be limited to eight hours—as so many 
think it ought to be—and let the worker's 

be sufficient to afford him a comfort- 
able subsistence, and the rush to the local- 
ity where that state of thing exists will be 
so great that the labour market will almost 
immediately become gutted, and the num- 
ber of the unemployed increased. 

This will be the case in London, and it 
will be the case everywhere else. . The 
sare causes will produce similar effects 
wherever they exist. The same law that 
operates in London is no less influ- 
ential elsewhere. Let it be known that in 
the town a man can get for half a day's 
work, or two thirds, as much a’ he can get 
for a whole day’s work in the country, and 
the natural and inevitable result will be a 
stampede from the country to the town. 
Or let it be known that in one particular 
city the day has been shortened even by a 
single hour, and there will be a move- 
ment from other cities to that ore. And 
the result of all such movements will 
be that, unless it is prevented by cruel- 
ly repressive regulations carried out with 
Spartan severity either the day will be 
lengthened or the wages will be low- 
ered. And if the depreciation of the 
price of labor can be prevented it can 
only be by keepiag a considerable number 
of unemployed. And, in the long run, this 
can only be done by making the support of 
theseidle people a tax upon the employed. 
If it is done by the trades unions they must, 
of course, support the people who are pre- 
vented from selling shake abner for shad 
they can get for it. And if it can be pre- 
vented without this—by legislation or man- 
icipal regulation for example—of course 
their support will fall upon the whole com- 
munity and the working people with others 
will have to bear their share of the burden. 
These are only some of the difficultics that 
lie in the way of taking labour out from

All their clothing was then stripped 
from the bodies, which were dragged 
throngh the bush and abandoned by the 
murderers, The black members of the ex- 
pedition were kept as slaves. One of them 
escaped, and he tells his story of the part 
little Niarinze took in the fearful scene. 
He says that when the attack came, as un- 
expected ass thunderbolt on a sunny day, 
the young girl seized a gun, shot dead one 
of the men who was stabbing her master, 
and a moment later she fell dead with a 
bullet through her body.

On the morning of May 25 last 
he was surrounded by twenty men, one of 
whom stabbed him in the side, and his body 
was then riddled with bullets, Meantime a 
larger a had surrounded his escort of 
Senegalis and goer The terror-stricken 
blacks were told that they would not be 
harmed, as the Arabs wished to kill the 
whitesonly. They were, however, reduced 
to slavery. Vague rumorg of these tragic 
affairs reached Mr. Nebout. He ais as 
cided that to attack the Arabs would only 
be to court further disaster. He therefore 
ordered a retreat. He returned to France on 
April 3rd, this year, the sole survivor of the 
five white members of the expedition ;- and 
the fifteen men who returned. to the coast 
with him are the sorry remnant of the: ill- 
fated party. 

Vengeance has overtaken some of the 
murderers, As soon as e after the 
rumore of the disaster reached the coast 
Dybowaki was dispatched with a strong 
force to follow up Crampel’s route, in the 
hope that the explorer might be alive.

They \Are Belfieved to Cross the Sahara 
Before They Ipvade Algeria. 


The locusts are reappearing in Algeria in 
greater numbers than ever in spite of the 
efforts that were made by the French Ad- 
ministration last _ to annihilate the 
pests.

The period of incubation varies from twenty 
to thirty days, and the locusts require only 
about two months to attain their complete 
development.

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AN TSPAMOTS TRAFFIC,

Revised A Bastuces that Arensed the 
indiguation of the Werld. 


The surprising news comes from Queens- 
land, Australia, that Parliament has 
® bill permittiting for ten years the importa- 
tion of Kanakas for work on the sugar plan- 
tations. The Government has approved the 
bill in spite of a large public meeting at 
Brisbane to protest against the renewal of 
the black labor traflic, which waa prohibit- 
ed by law five years ago on account of the 
terrible abuses that marked the system. 
Bishop Barry of Queensland has writven 4 
letter in which he says there is the greatest 
fear that this unhappy revival of the Kana- 
ka labor traffic will inflict great suffering on 
the natives, although the Premier of the 
Queensland Government says stringent reg- 
ulations will prevent violence, fraud, and 
injustice. All who know the past history 
of the labor traffic, however, Sallave that 
even the most careful regulation will fail vo 
prerent terrible abuses. 

The trafti¢ is renewed because the Queens- 
land planters say it is impossible to get the 
help ae oi to raise and care for their 
crops. White men cannot labor in the sugar 
fields under the tropical sun. It has been 
suggested that a supply of labor be obtain- 
ed from southern India, bat the planters, 
backed by the Government, have decided 
that it is more practicable to revive the old 
labor traffic. The discovery of a large area 
in Queensland suitable for sugar planting 
was the event which gave the greatest im- 
petus to the trade. borers were wanted 
also for the cotton plantations in Fiji and 
other South Sea danas, but the greatest 
demand came from Queensland. The trade 
was very brisk until about ten years ago, 
when the scandal of its management became 
known the world over, and many reatric- 
tions were placed on labor vessels, which 
mitigated the evils of the traffic. The cause 
of its abolition five years ago was the shoot- 
ing of a considerable number of islanders 
while ono of the labor vessels was making 
upacargo. The ignorant savages, lured or 
dragged from their homes, were never paid 
anything worth mentioning, although the 
interests of their masters required them to 
feed them well. The work on the cotton 
and sugar plantations was very severe for 
men who had never worked, Many of them 
died of sheer homesickness, a very common 
cause of death among New Hebrides na- 
tives, 

Many stories have beon told of the artifi- 
cea employed by the masters of these labor 
ships to fill their vessels. Mr. Homily, 
who has written an interesting account of 
the labor traffic, says that for years there 
was much rivalry between the Queensland 
and Fiji ships. A Fiji Captain would ex- 
haust his powers of imagination in telling 
the natives horrible stories of Queensland, 
anda Queensland Captain would return the 
compliment. Sometimes a ship, going to a 
new place, was uncertain whether the na- 
tives were friends of Queensland or Fiji. 
The natives would paddle out to meet it, 
and their first question would be, ‘* Where 
shippy come?” If a Fijiship,the oy would 
be “Fiji.” If, on hearing that word,the na- 
tives paddled off as hard as they could the 
crew would not waste time in going ashore, 
but would put to sea till they were out of 
sight of land, whgre they would alter the 
appearance of the vessel as much as possible, 
set @hes they returned to the shore the 


would say they they came from Queensland. 


Then they would fill up with a load cf na- 
tives and bear them off to Fiji. That was a 
very common dodge, and made a great deal 
of trouble. 

Some white employees were called recruit- 
ers, and they were in great demand 
among the Captains of labor ships. They 
were proficient in all sorts of tricks to at- 
tract the attention of the savages. One of 
them wore a very eccentric dress for the edi- 
fication of the natives. [t consisted of a 
conical shaped cardboard hat, flowirg calico 
robes, and a black mask over the face. 
Under his robes the man had a waterproof 
bag, and he would occasionally refresh him- 
olf with a bucketful of salt water, which 
he appeared to drink, but which in reality 
was poured into the bag. His only object 
was to collect the natives around him and 
ee them to accompany him on board 
ship. 

One recruiter was extremely successful in 
making the savages laugh, and persuading 
them to go on board ship. e always 
objected to the use of force; he believed 
in humbuggery, not in violence. Another 
man, whenever emoke was scen near the 
shore, would landalone and sit on the beach. 
The boat was then sent back to the ship, 
with orders to come ashore again as soon as 
a fair crowd of natives hadasseinbled. One 
of his favorite tricks was to pulla box of 
wax matches from his pocket. He would 
then, with great solemnity, light match after 
match until the box was empty. The natives 
impelled by irresistible curiosity, gathered 
around him, but he paid no attention to 
them, continuing gravely co light his match- 
es. After a while he would appear to notice 
the people and would shake hands all around. 
Then he would walk arod or two on his 
hands, a performance that made everybody 
laugh. When the boat returned it would 
find him surrrounded by a crowd, and every- 
body immensely pleased with tricks the re- 
cruiter was performing. Often he would 
persuade them to go aboard the ship with 
him and then they were shut up in the hold. 
Sumetimes he would tell thém that he was 
coming again next day, and that they must 
bring all their friends with them to see his 
wonderful tricks. He had recourse to that 
plan when the crowd of men around him was 
not large enough to fill the vessel. The re- 
cruiters always received big wages, and they 
were one of the most disgraceful features of 
the traffic. 

Now that the trade is to be resumed, it is 
certain that the Queensland Government 
will have to divest it of its dishonest and 
and cruel features or there will be a protest 
from Christendom that will make it very 
unpleasant to carry on the business.

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THE VICTIMS OF TORTURE. 


Frightfal Orneltien Inflicted Upon Chin- 
eso Prisoners. 


= 
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Political Ruspectse Whe Beclare Their te- 
meorence KRepratediy pet te Tertare te 
Make Them Confess Their Galli Rere 
Peas Pretesis Against the Outrage. 


The Shanghai newepapers which arrived 
by the last China steamer contain fall ac- 
counts of the atrocious torture of the Chin- 
ese suspected of being the accomplices of 
Mason in his foolish scheme of rebellion 
against the Government. The news of a 
European protest against these atrocities in 
the name of jastice has just been received 
by cable from Shanghai. 

The poor wretches who were accused have 
declared that they were simply hired by 
Mason, knew nothing of his plot, and had no 
connection with the Kalao Henei, the great 
secret society whose aim is to overthrow the 
present dynasty. The inquisitor who pre- 
sided at the tortures is Yu, a fugitive crim- 
inal from Hong Kong, who is now in high 
honor with the Viceroy of Nanking. Yu is 
very intelligent, and speaks English. The 
records of Nanking prison contain no par- 
allel to the tortures he has inflicted on three 
respectable Chinese acoused of sharing Ma- 
son's a. 

An English reporter gained an entrance 
to the prison and found that one of the 
accused men had served thirteen years in 
the custom#mervice creditably. He was 
lying on a bed of rags, and hia companions 
had to lift him to a sitting posture, as hie 
legs were paralyzed from torture. He said 
he had been hung up by the thumbs, flog- 

ed, and had paper burned under his nose, 

ut had refused to confess, because he waa 
innocent. Then Yu had his head fastened 
to his knees by means of a chain, A bam- 
boo was suspended from his iron collar, the 
stick being stretched across under his 
knees. His hands were chained behind 
him. The jailers then placed him with his 
naked knees kneeling upon chains. 

After a long time they put a bamboo 
across the calves of his legr, u which 
two attendants sat till the victim fainted 
with agony. Although it had been several 
weeks since this torture, his legs still bore 
marke of this frightful cruelty, and were 
without life or motion. The flesh below 
the knee cap is still raw and inflamed and 
presents a shocking sight. 

The legs of another man were broken. 
Six attendants jumped upon the bamboo 
until the bones were crushed. Two other 
men who had just been removed from the 
torture chamber could not be seen. One 
attendant said they were very bad, and 
that even old jailers refused to go on with 
the torture which Yu had ordered. 

One was kept hanging in his cell by a 
rope tied to his hands, this being a special 
wre invented by Yu. This Chinese 

oryguemada personally directs these tor- 
tures, and apparently enjoys the agony of 
his helpless victims.

The Egyptian Government is now survey- 
ing a route for the extension of its 
along the Nile as far south as Wady Halfa, 
It js estimated that it will cost £800,000 to 
build a narrow gauge road from Girgeh to 
Wady Halfa, which forms the present 
southern frontier of Egypt. When the 
railroad reaches Wad it will mot be 
difficult to extend it further south,to Don- 
gola. The establishment of rapid com- 
muvication between Cairo and a ge Nubia 
would enable the Khedive rapidly to tran- 
sport an Egyptian army to the frontiers of 
the Soudan, and all the British officers now 
in Egypt believe that as soon as such an 
improvement is carried out the Soudan will 
fall again into the hands of Egypt, and 
without « blow. 

The Egyptian Government has been en- 
couraged by the improved condition of its 
finances +b begin the preliminary studies for 
this important work. The completion of 
this railroad will make it easier and cheap- 
er for tourists to visit the wonderful ruins 
far up the Nile.

ATILL FIGHTING IN THE MOTNTAIN, 
Tarkey as Wet Umable te Pat Down the 
Rebeliion in Vemen. 


Cable despatches say that the rebellion ia 
Yemen against the Turkish Government 
has not yet been suppressed, and there is 
no prospect that the Turks, with their pres- 
ent force, will be able to put down the big 
revolt. This rebellion has now been in pro- 
gress for a year. 

People who pass through the Red Sea are 
almost withia sight of the scenes of blood- 
shed and disorder which for a year have 
been witnessed in Yemen, Most of the 
fights, however, have occurred among the 
mountains, which are separated from the 
sea bya low, sandy stretch of country. 
Yemen is the large province belonging to 
Turkey in the southwestern part of Arabia. 
The war began as a protest of the Arab in- 
habitants against the outrages inflicted by 
Turkish officials, who zealously engage in 
collecting money, not only for their royal 
master, but also for the benefit of their own 
ckets. The Arabs came bitterly to hate 
the Turks, and, finding that, in spite of 
their appeals to Constantinople, the situation 
grew worse and worse, they rose against 
their oppressors, 

Nearly all the population of Yemen live 
among the mountains, whose sides are 
tilled far toward their tops by means of 
laboriously built terraces, Almost all the 
farms are scattere] along the mountain 


sides. When the inhabitants of the moun- 


tain towns arose the Turkish garrisons had 
no warning, and a number of them were 
murdered or taken prisoners. The Turks

Dickens Children. 


Dickens was never more successful in 
ea a child than in David Copperfield ; 

ut David is not a specimen of commonplace 
childhood, It is needful to remember this 
if we are to appreciate him préperly. From 
the very firs: he bas about him the air of 
genius. All children, unless they be abnor- 
mally dull and stupid, are fail of fancies. 
They breathe the atmosphere of poetry. 
They see wonders in the heavens above and 
the earth beneath. Tragedy and comedy 
are ever chasing each other over the ata 
of their existence. Now they ate in the 
depths of despair ; now it would seem as if 
they and bey were inseparable companions, 

Yet, venture to think that such a 
child as David a is rare. The 
majority are made of more common. 
aramgy material, They would know better 

ow to get on with Mr. and Miss Murd- 
stone. Very few boys—nowadays at any 
rate~would, even at eight or nine years 
of age, be quite so easily imposed on by 
@ waiter as to allow him to eat their din- 
ner without utteringa word of protest. I 
am very doubtful, too, whether many 
boys would have been quite so lover like 
to Little Emily, and have found such in- 
tense delight in Mr. Pegotty'’s wondertul 
house by the seaat Yarmouth. Still, one 
feels that David is real and from first to 
last consistent with himself, which, by the 
way, is more than can be eaid for all 
Dickens's characters—Ham Pegotty to wit, 
who, when we are first introduced to him, 
is little more than a half-witted, blundering 
lout, but. becomes before the end of the 
story a really magnificent fellow. Every- 
one will call to mind many other child 
characters in the writings of Dickens. No 
other male writer has given us so many. 
‘In my judgment, none of his children can 
compare with those of certain’ female 
writers.
